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Commissioners Again Borrow Money 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, May 23, at the court- 
house in Enterprise and for 
the second time this month 
was forced to borrow money to 
cover County expenses. 

The commissioners voted 
Monday to borrow $25,000 to 
be placed in the General Fund 
Earlier in the month the com- 
mission was forced to borrow 
$70,000 for the Highway Dept 
and $25,000 for the General 
Fund. During the month of May 
the commission borrowed a 
total of $120,000. 

Monday's meeting began at 
10:00 a.m., with all members 
present except Don Smith, The 
first order of business was to 
open bids for signs to be used 
on County roads. The two bids 
received were: $52,532.60 from 
Kelley Sales Company in 
Ozark, and $47,579.56 from 
Vulcan Signs and Stampings, 
Inc. in Foley. The commission 
voted to accept the low bid 
from Vulcan Signs and Stamp- 
ings, Inc 

Engineer Leslie Mullins 
informed the commissioners 
that the County purchases the 
Signs, and then bills the state 
monthly upon installation. The 
State pays 70% of the cost 
while the county pays the re- 
maining 30%. 

Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer read a number of let- 
ters and reports to the com- 
mission. They included: 


***a letter of thanks from the 
Headstart Program for ground 
repair at their school; 


***a letter from the Alabama 
Power Company inviting the 
commissioners to attend an En- 


ergy Seminar at Enterprise 
State Junior College on June 
". The commission voted to 
send Mr. Doug Pittman, the 
manager of the Farm Center; 


***a report on the buildings at 
the Driving Academy, Sawyer 
added that three representa- 
tives from Troy State Univer- 
Sity recently inspected the 
facilities. However, the purpose 
of the inspection was not known; 


***a letter from the Association 
of County Commissions of Ala- 
bama urging the commission- 
ers to aid in the forming of an 
Inter-Government Council; 


***and, a proposal from Hunni- 
cutt and Associates for upkeep 
of County tax records of the 
property tax evaluation until 
Oct. 1. The proposed cost was 
$24,600. 

Representative Jimmy Holley 
met with the commission and 
heard a request on the possi- 
bility of Mr. Holley introducing 
a bill to raise the salary for 
members of the Board of 
Equilizations. 

Holley pledged, ‘‘I will in- 
troduce any legislation the 
county commission wishes."’ 

The commission voted un- 
animously to get Rep. Holley 
to introduce a bill to raise 
the pay for members of the 
Coffee County Board of Equil- 
izations to $30 a day, retro- 
active to the first day of hear- 
ings. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
back before the commission, 
and said, ‘‘I still need some 
help at the jail. I’ve got two 
jailers who deserve a vacation, 
but are being forced to work 


48 hours a week."’ 

Grantham requested per- 
mission to hire a relief man 
to work 32 hours a week. The 
extra jailer would get $2.40 
per hour. 

Sheriff Grantham,stated, ‘'I 
can pull a Deputy in to watch 
the jail, but they already work 
60 to 100 hours a week. We 
just need some help."’ 

The commission discussed 
the problem of jailers, but de- 
cided that the Sheriff's Dept. 
already has ll members and 
failed to approve the hiring 
of an additional man. 

Upon recommendation from 
Sheriff Grantham, the commis- 
sion voted to apply for a Com- 
munication’s Grant, If the 
County receives the grant the 
Sheriff's Dept. will have a re- 
mote base station in New 
Brockton, making it possible 
for all Deputies to have radio 
contact with municipal police 
stations. 

The total grant would be 
$3912, of which the County 
would have to pay $782 (or 
20%). 
During the lunch break the 
present commissioners pre- 
sented plaques to ex-commis- 
Sioners Albert Dyess, Byron 
Galloway and Flournoy Whit- 
man for their many years of 
dedicated work for Coffee 
County. 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins reported Cole’s Bridge 
was now open, and presented 
a bill for $14,660.00 for re- 
pairs on the bridge. 


Mullins informed the com- 
mission that the Enterprise 
Airport had plans to extend 
their runways, and that the 
runway addition would require 
re-locating a County Road. The 


commission met with Enter- 
prise Mayor Don Donaldson on 
the problem of acquiring right- 
of - way to build a new 
road, and the problem was 
ironed out, 

In other action, Mullins: 


***reported the County will let 
the contract to pave the Air- 
port Road on Friday, May 27; 


***told the commission it must 
vote to enter into an agree- 
ment with the State to pave 
the Pond Creek Road and 
Irving Powell Road. The com- 
mission yoted to enter into 
the agreement; 


***reported pipe needed to fix 
the Sparks Road would cost 
$16,000; 


***told the commission the 
County had received $6,221 from 
the state for flood damage last 
year. The State still owes 
$95,000. 


***received permission to send 
out invitations for bids to pur- 
chase gasoline and oil to be 
used by the Highway Dept. for 
next 12 months. 


Tax Assessor Fred Donald- 
son complained of overcrowded 
conditions in his office, and 
requested additional space. The 
commission agreed to look into 
Donaldson’s problem. 

- In the meeting’s final busin- 
ess, the Commission gave Com- 
mission Clerk Brunease Win- 

,.ston permission to purchase a 
typéwriter, not to exceed $500.

Industrial Board Hears Of 
Request For Land Swaps 


A hastily called meeting of 
the Elba Industrial Board met 
Thursday afternoon at 5 p.m. 
Including board members there 
were fourteen people present 
at the meeting. 

The meeting was to discuss 
several desired property trans- 
fers that were all interwoven 
together. The City was needing 
some land at the north end of 
the airport now owned by Wind- 
ham Power Lifts. Windham is 
needing some Industrial Board 
land now leased to Alabama 
Pork Buyers (or Frosty Morn) 
and Alabama Pork Buyers was 
wanting to either buy the bal- 
ance of the land or enter into 


‘a long-term twenty-year lease. 


Windham Power Lifts is not 
willing to give up its property 
until it gets title to the addi- 
tional property and around this 
fact the previous discussions 
centered, and the first of the 
meeting concentrated. 

Chairman Stokes Haire 
opened the meeting by asking 
Mayor Robert Folsom ‘‘Do you 
want to bring up what you have 
on your mind?’’ Folsom re- 
sponded with ‘'I need the 


north end of the airport, so 
the Army can go to work, that's 
all.’’ When Stokes told Folsom 
that had nothing to do with the 
Industrial Board, Folsom said 
that apparently it did. 

After a few questions and 
several ‘‘] don’t knows’’ from 
those present, Mr. John 
Collins, General Manager of 
Windham Power Lifts, spoke 
up and offered an explanation 
of why he was at the meeting. 

Collins related that a couple 
of days prior to the meeting, 
Mayor Folsom came into his 
office at Windham’s and laid 
a deed in front of him and 
asked if he would sign it.

.He cited the fact that the com-

take his property anyway. 
Folsom denied saying this, how- 
ever. Folsom did say that he 
told Collins that if he didn’t 
sign the lease, he (Folsom) 
would get it some other way. 

Folsom said that the firm 
had illegal possession of the 
property and he could turn it 
over to the city attorney, and 
he could take it to court and 
recover the property. Folsom 
said the city attorney (G. A. 
Lindsey) had told him _ this. 
Folsom said ‘‘That is why I 
had brains enough to say it.’’ 

Collins said he told Folsom 
he would be in court a longtime 
if he tried and that Folsom 
told him it would take a day 
and a half to get the property. 
Folsom then stated that he 
wasn’t really interested in 
doing that, he wanted peaceful 
dealings in this. Collins stated 
that he certainly hoped so. 
Folsom said, however, if he 
hit a brick wall, he had no 
other alternative ‘‘by virtue 
of the fact you don’t have title 
to it.’”’ 

Board member Oscar 
Vaughan, Jr., noted, ‘‘It doesn’t 
seem we have a problem here. 
We all want to see the airport 
expanded and these businesses 
to prosper, but we can’t doany- 
thing tonight. This man 
(Collins) can’t sign a deed 
until his board approves it, and 
we aren’t ready yet because we 
can’t know exactly where the 
property lines are that we 
are talking about.’’

Right 
now those few present at the meeting Thursday night are ex- 
pressing gloom because they realize that a lot of people who 
could be prime movers in such an organization are not both- 
ering to even attend a single meeting. 1 just can’t believe the 
oft-repeated statement that people are just interested in getting 
ahead of their neighbor today and let tomorrow take care of 
itself. 


What could a Chamber of Commerce do for you or me? Well, 
first, we all think of industrial development. Actually, this is 
only.a small part of such an organization, even though it gets 
most of the publicity. Locally, an exciting worthwhile project 
would be to coordinate all the clubs that will be working on 
the Farris home library-museum project, if the city actually 
accepts the property. Also, there is a crying need for hous- 
ing in Kina. Our office gets requests for housing every week, 
some wanting to rent, others willing to buy. An active Chamber 
could encourage someone or some group to provide this hous- 
ing. There are a lat of people wanting to help their community, 
and who decline to get politically involved, and this is an ideal 
organization for these people . . . don’t let it die and then tell 
me how terrible it is we don’t have a Chamber of Commerce, 
‘cause if it happens, one or both of us is going to come away 
with hurt feelings! 


The Elba Rescue Squad is holding a road block for operating 
funds this Saturday. Now I don’t like road blocks today any 
better than I did the last time I mentioned them in this column, 
but . only 15% of the people who use the emergency services 
of the squad ever bother to pay their bill and someone must pay 
for the replacement of equipment and buy the modern machinery 
necessary to keep our rescue squad in the fine condition it 
now is in. 1 know ofnoother way for them to get this money than 
for us who appreciate their work to give at the road block . 
so do it! The volunteers get no pay for their emergency calls 
nor for the many hours they go to school to be prepared for 
these emergencies and the least we can do is supply the equip- 
ment to save our own lives.

citizens over the county who 
have been waiting to hear of 
some plan that would best fit 
their abilities to be of such 
service. We hope that in this 
you will ‘find your choice, and 
that your experience will be 
a rewarding joy 

We have what is knownfrom 
North Alabama to the southern 
tip of it, one of the very best 
managed, cleanest, happiest 
homes in Alabama. This has 
become possible by hours of 
planning both day and night 
and carrying out these untiring 
tasks by Lorene, as she is 
known by those who live in 
that happy home. The entire 
force has cooperated through 
the years to assist Lorene and 
staff in every way possible. 
The clubs, churches, busi- 
nesses, homes, all over this 
County have worked, planned 
day after day, ways to help 
People have gone from other 
states there to give their 
time and love just to receive 
the joy there is in loving. 

There are four areas: - 
Beauty shop, music, activit- 
ies, and flowers both inside 
and outside of the Home. 


Please, when you have a 
plan, as a willing person Say- 
ing, ‘‘Lord let me go, too,” 
work out your plan with them, 
or call it in to Lorene at 
897-2257 at Elba. The plans 
will be taken care of quickly. 
There would be no over-supply 
of anything and no disappoint- 
ments at any time. 


In the Beauty Parlor area, 
a chair for doing the work is 
needed. Some money has been 
donated to this need. By getting 
a used chair the cost is near 
$80. Two drying chairs with 
hair dryers could be used. 
These are more expensive, per- 
haps several hundred dollars. 
A portable dryer is much 
needed. A table for caring 
for nails; many cannot cut 
their nails or care for them 
in any way. Some who live 
there do not have living rela- 
tives who can pay the cost of 
having any of this work done. 
This would perhaps be four 
or five. We all appreciate the 
need of a hair-do. It picks 
up the spirits and makes them 
feel wanted, a right to happi- 
ness we all want them to have. 

In the music area, tapes 
are needed for recording var- 
ious programs including ser- 
mons and Sunday School les- 
sons to be played to the bed- 
ridden, and to others. Records 
that you enjoy could be shared 
to be played for them. The 
piano would be much imporved 
piano would be much improved 
if tuned. A few televisions for 
those who cannot leave’ the 
room. 


In the activitiy area: scraps 
for use in making untold art- 
icles. (Please press and pack 
these neatly). Vases for flo- 
wers, small ones and bud 
vases, too. Many of these 
might be made of jars or 
bottles. Two small growing 
pots of flowers for each room, 
if the pots could match for 
each room this would be more 
attractive in the windows. 

Pretty throw pillows - it 
would be best if the stuffing is 
first put in plastic, then a 
cover of any old material to 
keep it softer,with old zipper 
if possible, and last the pretty 
cover zipped or sewed so it 
could easily come off to laun- 
der.

So many times one has an 
over-supply of watermelons 
cantaloupes, muskmelons 
scuppernongs, grapes, blue 
berries, black berries, plums, 
pears, peanuts -- boiled or 
parched, It would be a delight 
to have a cold bow! of the 
fruit at meals or for a snack 
During Thanksgiving or Christ 
mas, what a delicacy tocometo 
a serving of fresh butterbeans 
white peas, okra, turnips, mus 
tard, a peach pickle, peat 
relish, figs, fresh cold or a 
Serving of preserves on a 
special day! These are things 
they could never enjoy without 
our love to share ours with 
them. What a joy to know and 
to say on Christmas morning 
“I know I made them have a 
happier Christmas just because 
I cared enough to do this with 
my own hands.”’ 

They have beautiful flowers 
growing outside because of the 
garden clubs but you just might 
love investigating to learn if 
you too might be able to con 
tribute some here and there 
which would fit in with those 
already there 

Some new arrangements for 
the table from time to time 
would add beauty to the dining 
room.

I truly hope this will be of 
help to all churches, clubs, 
organizations and individuals 
who wonder so many times just 
what could be done.

“The queen bee is not only 
capable of laying twice her 
weight in eggs ina single day, 
but sie can control the sex 
of her babies as well.

‘‘Man has often compared 
the efficiency and order of the 
hive with the confusion and 
chaos characterizing his own 
society.

“In the hive there is no 
unemployment because of rigid 
population control; no old-age 
problems because the foragers 
literally work themselves to 
a premature death.

irrigation sysiems this late in 
the season should proceed with 
caution. For example, Curtis 
pointed out that many times 
growers in a bind on their 
corn corps will move quickly 
and buy equipment which is not 
best for their long-range plans. 
Getting a system which is too 


small or cumbersome tohandle . 


could be costly in the years 
ahead. On the other hand, no 
one knows how long the drought 
will last and a grower could 
carefully buy a system now 
which would meet his needs 
for several years. Such a 
system bought now would be 
ready for use in late June, 
July and August when we may 
indeed need rainfall even more 
desperately than we do now. 

Many of our growers can 
irrigate corn in May and June 
and then move to the peanut 
fields in July and August. The 
greater the number of acres 
irrigated by a system, the less 
the per acre cost. It appears 
that this is going to be one of 
those years when several inches 
of irrigation may be needed 
on both corn and peanuts to 
make Satisfactory yields. Many 
years we may need only two 
inches of irrigation or six or 
certainly no more than 10 to 
make high yields. 

At the present time in Coffee 
County the peanut crop looks 
generally good with most grow- 
ers getting good stands of 
peanuts. However, there area 
lot of growers in trouble with 


early planted corn in Coffee 
County. 


people rainfall out there. He 
emphasized for us to get rain, 
these currents need to come 
400 to 500. miles eastward to 
us dipping out into the Gulf 
and then turning northeast be- 
fore we would get the kinds of 
rain we normally get. 

He indicated, however, that 
the weather bureau people feel 
like a change in the weather 
pattern will occur soon, and we 
might get some relief. Every- 
one just hopes it is time tc 
save the corn crop. 


PLANTING DATES 

If I don’t change my mind, 
I am going to recommend next 
spring that peanut producers in- 
corporate preplant herbicides 
the last few weeks of March. 
If this job can be gotten out 


‘of the way, this will give each 


grower an opportunity to plant 
the first 15 days of April when 
we normally have enough moi- 
sture to get up good stands. 
Of course, following this plan 
weed control may be shortened 
in July and early August by a 
week totendays, but most grow- 
ers will be willing to sacrifice 
this in order to get up a good 
stand. 

Quite a few farmers with 
pretty good acreages of peanuts 
have not completed planting yet. 
They are waiting for a rain. I 
think this may be safer than 
putting those expensive seed 
in the ground under present 
dry conditions. Generally, our 
peanut crop where the stands 


as well as they do under the 
high temperatures and dry wea- 
ther. 

The critical time for rainfall 
on peanuts is in July and August. 
If we have to have a dry spell, 
I much prefer one now on 
peanuts than later on.
